_ Sudden Rise to Throne. 

Then on Dec. 11, 1936, Edward 
abdicated to marry “the woman I 
love” and the vast weight of the 
Bri crown, with many of the 
problems of a troubled world, 
was transférred to Albert, who 
would reign as George VI. 

He became the nominal ruler 
of an empire with a total popula- 
tion of 500,000,000, approximately 
a quarter of the people of the 
globe. He lacked three days of 
being 41 years old at the time. 

At his side was Elizabeth, his 
wife, of an ancient line of noble 
Scattish thanes, her cheeks 
flushed with health and her 
smile broad and unfailing, win- 
ning everybody. Their two young 


children, Elizabeth and Margaret 
Rose, seemed more like ordinary 
children than princesses. 

The death of George V on Jan. 
20, 1936, had elevated Edward to 
the throne. Plans for the coro- 
nation, with Edward as chief ac- 
tor, had been under way for 
nearly a year. 

- When Edward gave it all up, 
George was like the understudy 
of a stage star suddenly called 
to enact a chief role. Of a nat- 
ural retiring nature, he found 
‘tthe pomp and pageantry strenu- 
ous and wearing. 

’ Brilliant Enthronement. 

' The exacting days culminated 
on May 12, 1937, with the tra- 
ditionally brilliant emgage 
in Westminster Abbey. Tha 
night the newly crowned mon- 
arch, in a radio address to the 
empire, said: 

“To the ministry of kingship I 
have, in your hearing, dedicated 
myself, with the Queen at my 
side,/ in words of the deepest 
solemnity. We will, God helping 
us, faithfully discharge our trust.” 
He added: 

“I follow a father who won for 
himself an abiding place in the 
hearts of the people, and a broth- 
er whose brilliant qualities gave 
promise of another historic reign 
—a reign cut short in circum- 
stances upon which, for their 
‘very sadness, none of us would 
wish to dwell.” 

» A few hours after Edward’s 
abdication, King George had 
created him the Duke of Wind- 
gor. 

+ On May 28, the King decreed 
that the Duke of Windsor’s in- 
tended wife would not be entitled 
to the designation or rank of 
“Royal Highness.” When Edward 
married ‘Mrs. Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, twice-divorced Ameri- 
ean, on June 3, no member of the 
royal family or official British 
representative was among the 
15 witnesses of the ceremony. 


A Contrast to Edward. 

After Edward, the bold, the 
unpredictable, the prime favor- 
ite, who had taken his leave his- 
torically in moving syllables and 
in an atmosphere charged with 
high drama, George seemed rath- 
er tame, almost commonplace. 

“This one will never set the 
Thames on fire,” people said af- 
fectionately enough, but not with- 
out a tinge of regret.

King George Went Far to End 
Figurehead Concept of Royalty 


Slapped at Prestige of Hitler-Stalin Alliance 
by Inviting Officials of Poland to 
Buckingham Palace.

LONDON, Feb. 6 (UP)—King 
George went a long way toward 
eliminating the figurehead idea 
of royalty. When Germany and 
Russia sliced up Poland, for ex- 
ample, the. King expressed his 


this| displeasure in a singular way— 


he formally invited the ambassa- 
dor and Prime Minister of pre- 
Hitler Poland to Buckingham 
palace. : 

‘Russia and Germany held that 
Poland did not exist any longer 
--and the King’s action was a 
tremendous prestige slap. 
Similarly, when Hitler took 
over Austriz, the King promptly 
knighted the Austrian ambassa- 
dor George Franckenstein, mak- 
ing him Sir George and a British 
citizen. The King also refused 
to put ‘the word “sincere” in a 
cable to Hitler. 
Once, when Prime Minister 
Naville Chamberlain—called the 
“apostle of appeasement—” ar- 
rived at the palace during the 
war without his gas mask, the 
King snapped: 

“Not still trusting Hitler, are 
you?” 

Met Real Autocratic Ruler. 
During his South African tour 
in 1947, the King had a chance 
to meet a real autocratic ruler 
—paramount chief Sobhuza Dla- 
mini II of Swaziland who arrived 
in an azure military jacket with 
gold epaulettes, a lemon-yellow 
sash and scarlet trousers. With 
him was the queen mother who 
“commands the heavens.” Before 
the British royal party arrived, 


the queen mother ealled for rain 
to lay the dust. It rained. Then 
she called for sunshine which 
burst forth as George VI an 
his family arrived. . 

“I must,” murmured the Brit- 
ish King, “tell mother about 
this.” 

Once, vhen visiting a> partly 
blacked out munitions plant, the 
King was mistaken in the gloom 
by a mechanic for his foreman. 
The worker pointed to a machine 
and gave a luridly profane ac- 
count of its shortcomings. At

The King and his family lived 
on strict rations during the war 
and by royal order all bath tubs 
had a line painted around them 
at the five-inch mark to-~conserve 
water. So when visiting a civil 
defense club in Glasgow the 
King and Queen gladly accepted 
a cup of tea with sugar and some 
cigarettes. 

“We seem to be pinching every- 
thing they’ve got,” he was over- 
heard confiding to the Queen. 

On another visit, to a Canadian 
services club, soldiers lined up 
to salute the King and Queen. 
They waited for a word as His 
Majesty slowly circled the room. 
Then the King fixed one of the 
soldiers with his eye and in- 
quired:

Shortly after their return to Eng- 
land the King announced the en- 
gagement of Princess Elizabeth 
to Lt. Philip Mountbatten, 
former prince of Greece and 
Denmark. In November, at a 
magnificent ceremony in sacred 
Westminster Abbey, the 21-year- 
old heiress presumptive was mar- 
ried to the man of her choice, 
newly created Duke of Edinburgh 
and Prince of the Realm. 

By sovereign decree rules of 
postwar austerity were observed, 
yet there was a splendor about 
the occasion which had been ab- 
sent frem the British scene for 
10 years. The people rejoiced in 
the happiness of the royal bride 
and groom and found welcome 
release from care and hardship 
in the high excitement of the 
wedding week. 


King’s Early Difficulties. 

George VI was born at York 
Cottage, Sandringham, December 
14, 1895. His childhood was spent 
chiefly there or at Marlborough 
Hause in London. 

The difficulties of his own 
early days, which inclnded fre- 
quent illnesses, helped to move 
him into closer sympathy with 
struggling youth and indeed with 
the little people generally. 

Two serious handicaps plagued 
him at the outset. Never rugged 
in constitution, he suffered from 
boyhood into early manhood 


There were many who thought;from a weakness which cut short 


his naval career in World War I. 
After an operation for a duodenal 
ulcer, his general health im- 
proved. 

Much more obstinate was a 
stammer.

After his early struggle with a 
duodenal ulcer, the King’s health 
appeared to be good until 1948, 
when he began to suffer from 
frequent illnesses, The Queen and 
the two Princesses shared his 
heavy round of public appear- 


ances. 

While fatigue and strain 
showed when he returned from 
the strenuous tour of South Afri- 
ca in 1947, a little rest at home 
appeared to have made good the 
damage. Soon he. began again the 
round of public tours and ap- 
pearances that kept him on his 
feet for hours at a time. In the 
autumn of 1948 he was seriously 
ill with a circulatory aiJment in 
his legs. 

This forced cancellation of the 
planned royal tour of Australia 
in the winter of 1948 and months 
of rest failed to bring a cure. In 
March of 1949 he underwent a 
spinal nerve operation (umbar 
sympathectomy) to improve the 
blood circulation to his right leg. 

His doctors ruled out many 
public appearances that would 
keep him on his feet and he ap- 
peared more and more in cCar- 
riages and automobiles. 

In the fall of 1950 he had an 
attack of rheumatism and the 
winter brought on repeated ail- 
ments of his lungs. He suffered

“The task will be hard,” he 
sdid. “There will be dark days 
ahead and war can no longer be 
confined to the battlefield, but 
we can only do the right as we 
see the right, and reverently 
commit our cause to God... . 
May He bless and keep us all.” 

The broadcast over, he and 
the Queen attended a prayer 
service at Buckingham Palace. 
Throughout the war he frequently 
set aside a “day of national 


prayer.” 


The King continued to exhort 
his people to remain steadfast, 
telling them they faced a “life 
and death” struggle in which de- 
feat would “mean the destruction 
of our world as we have known 
it, and the descent of darkness 
upon its ruins.” But always he 
expressed confidence of victory. 

As the Empire’s fortunes im- 
proved, he urged continued 
prayer and dedication. 

When the Allies invaded France 
on June 6, 1944, he called for 
“earnest and continuous and 
widespread prayer throughout 
the present crisis of the libera- 
tion of Europe.” Prayer, he said, 
would fortify the “determination 
of our sailors, soldiers and air- 
men who go forth to set cap- 
ves free.” He added in a broad- 
cast: 

“We are not unmindful of our 
shortcomings of the past and 
present. We shall not ask that 
God may dq our will, but that we 
may be enabled to do the will 
of God; and we dare to believe 
that God has used our nation and 
Empire as an instrument for ful- 
filling His high purpose.” 

In the darkest days his quiet 
confidence gave encouragement. 
On the eve of an Empire Day 
of Prayer in 1942 he said there 
were “moments, nc doubt, when 
some of us may not feel as fresh 
as we were two and a half years 
ago, when we started at the bot- 
tom of the hill, but don’t forget 
rem we are also much nearer the 
op.” 

A year and.a half later, when 


victory shone on the horizon, he 


made an address from the royal 
fireside in which he said that 
“the lamps which the Germans 
put out all over Europe, first in 
1914 and then in 1939, are being 
slowly rekindled.” He added that 
“we long for a new birth of free- 
dom and order among all nations 
so that happiness and concord 
may prevail and the scourge of 
war may be banished from our 
midst.” . 

At the time of Germany’s sur- 
render he made a V-E address in 
which he said: 

“Today we give thanks to Al- 

mighty God for a great deliver- 
ance.” 
When King George and Queen 
Elizabeth made their North 
American tour in 1939 it marked 
the first time that a reigning 
British monarch had set foot on 
United States soil. Their experi- 
ences were as novel for them as 
was their presence for a demo* 
cratic people with storybook ideas 
of royalty. 

New sights and new customs 
greeted them everywhere. The 
easy-going American ways amused 
them, but also —. they confessed 
afterward—shook them a bit. 

They arrived at Quebec May 
17, after a rough and delayed 
passage of 11 days. ‘Traveling 
westward across the Dominion to 
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fully attended a picnic—with hot 
dogs and all. 

On June 17, they sailed from 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, for 
home. Another enthusiastic crowd 
greeted them there on their 
return from their six-weeks, 15,- 
000-mile trip. 

In London George VI teported 
formally on his kingly job of 
“selling” Britain in Canada and 
the United States by modestly 
saying that he and the Queen had 
“in some sort succeeded” in their 
mission. 

War prevented his further 
travels until it ended. 

Trip to South Africa. 

It was nearly two years after 
the end of the war when the King 
undertook the ambitious frater- 
nal mission to South Africa, 
youngest of the dominions, a po- 
litically touchy union of British 
and Boers, or Afrikaners as they 
prefer to be called. 

The King and Queen, with 
their two daughters and essential 
members of the royal household, 
set out from Portsmouth at the 
end of January 1947, in the 
mighty battleship Vanguard. They 
arrived in Capetown Feb. 17, 

The thunderous ovation the 
royal‘ party received in that pic- 
turesque city was merely the 
first of a long succession of rous- 
ing receptions on a two months 
journey. By train, air and motor- 
car, they covered some 10,000 
miles in the Union and Southern 
Rhodesia. 

To an Orange Free State audi- 
ence, made up principally of 
Afrikaners, the King said: “Brit- 
ish and Dutch had an equal share 
in the foundation and develop- 
ment of this region. That is some- 
thing of which, I am sure, you 
are rightly proud. Wherever we 
have gone on our tour... we 
have seen nothing but the happi- 
est results of that co-operation 
between the two sturdy pioneer- 
ing races. 

“I urge you and your people 
not to forget your past, but to 
build upon the best of it, and so 
go forward with God’s blessing 
for a bright and prosperous fu- 


ture. 
Faith In Britain. 

No greater warmth toward the 
King, Queen and their two daugh- 
ters was manifested anywhere 
than in some of the native com- 
munities. Often the scengs were 
touching, as when children sang 
their folk songs or poorly clad 
blacks clustered at some isolated 
railroad station to hail and sere- 
nade the “father of nations.” 

The King gave an accounting 
of success when he returned to 
London in May. 

He said he was impressed by 
the faith in the future of Britain 
that he had observed on the part 
of all races and creeds. 

“For myself,” he said, “I share 
that faith. I shall hold to it till 
the end of my days. Come ‘what 


| may, nothing will ever shake my 


belief that this old country—old 
in history, old in experience, old 
in achievement—is, at heart, as 
young and vigorous as she has 
ever been.” 

Historians agreed that George’s 
choice of a wife was a fortunate 
one, a boon to the Empire as well 
as a personal blessing. He re- 
ferred to her as his “helpmate.”

Eggs from the fe- 
male and milt from the male are 
mixed and.the fertilized eggs are 
placed on special trays in troughs 
in running water of certain tem- 
perature.

The trout are fed and cared for 
in the troughs until they are an 
inch or so in length and then 


transférred to outdoor rearing / 


ponds. They are then fed a mix- 
ture of whole grain wheat, soy- 
bean meal, and meat and grow to 
ten inches in about 15 months.

The sizes 
and numbers of rainbow taken 
in New Zealand and Chile are 
astounding but not more so than 
in Lake Pend d’ Orielle in Idaho. 
Introduced to that lake in 1942, 
they have furnished some of the 
most phenomenal angling in his- 
tory. The new world’s record 
was set the following year and 
has been repeatedly broken. On 
November 25, 1947, a 37-pound 
rainbow was taken from this lake 
and, no doubt, larger ones have 
been taken since then. The ex- 
‘planation for this astounding fish 
growth is the superabundance of 
small blueback salmon, upon 
which these rainbow trout feed 
almost incessantly. Most of these 
trout are taken by trolling at 
high speed, using a metal line 
and large plugs.

The report avoided discussion 
of possible German membership 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, but it carefully de- 
scribed a system of reciprocal 
guaranties and liaison between 
this organization and the smaller 
European Defense Community 
(EDC), of which West Germany 
would be a part. 


Another Proposal Considered. 

The French say they also in- 
tend to suggest that still another 
exchange of guaranties be ar- 
ranged between the six members 
‘of the European community on 
the one hand and the five signa- 
tories of the Brussels pact on the 
other. This would bring in Brit- 
ain, which is out of the EDC but 
a founding member of the Brus- 
sels group. 

The French government, said 
the report, believed: 

1. That in certain exceptional 
cases there should be joint meet- 
ings between the North Atlantic 
Council and the six-man EDC 
Council of Ministers. 

2. That on matters of general 
policy affecting the common ob- 
jectives of the two organizations 
there should be an exchange of 
views between the two councils. 

Since the EDC council of min- 
isters would include a represent- 
ative of West Germany, this 


has caused so much trouble here 
in the last week. 
West German Position. 

Dr. Walter Hallstein, West Ger- 
man under secretary for foreign 
affairs, asked for ultimate Ger- 
man membership in NATO at the 
recent conference of foreign min- 
isters of the six European army 
countries. He did not at the time 
impose acceptance as a condition 
and even suggested that for the 
short run his government might 
be satisfied with an arrangement 
that gave the European army 
Council of Ministers a veto on 
NATO decisions affecting it. 

Since France is willing to grant 
joint meetings between the Coun- 
cil of Ministers and the North 
Atlantic council, the only remain- 
ing difficulty appears to be over 
NATO membership in the distant 
future. 

The French government report 
is careful to point out that the 
United States first raised the 
question of German rearmament 
and that it made French accept- 
ance of this principle its condition 
for sending Gen. Eisenhower and 
American divisions to Europe. 

The United States plan, the 
National Assembly is told, would 
have led to a new German Nna- 
tional army and one may yet be 
formed unless a European Defense 
Community is organized.

Ignoring the Constitution 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It'seems incredible that a group of 
state officials vested with the responsi- 
bility'of carrying out the election laws 
in St. Louis should submit a plan of 
senatorial redistricting which flagrant- 
ly violates provisions of the State Con- 
stitution. 

Section 8 of Article X says the Board 
of Election Commissioners shall divide 
the eity into “districts of contiguous 
territory, as compact and nearly equal 
in population as may be.” The lack of 
compactness is evident at a glance. The 
map. shows some districts winding in 
narrow strips across the map of the 
city, some districts almost engulfed by 
others, and not one showing the block- 
like. form called for by compactness. 

The reasons for the jigsaw pattern 
can only be conjectured. But there is 
one striking feature in the irregularity. 
That is that five of the seven districts 
have tongues or peninsulas projecting 
into the north-central section of the 
city where the bulk ef the Negro popu- 
lation, resides, The effect of this would 
be a splitting up of the Negro vote so 
that no Negro Senator could be elected. 

Citizens who are interested in fair 
elections should urge Chairman Paul 
Calcaterra and the other members of 
the Board of Election Commissioners 
to withdraw this plan and submit one 
in conformity with the State Constitu- 
tion and with the principles of justice.

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Senator Maybank in Hot Haste 

It is pleasant to note that Senator Maybank 
of South Carolina, never an enthusiast for strong 
price controls, has now hastenéd to introduce a 
bill extending the Defense Production Act. He 
decided not to wait for President Truman’s 
recommendations. Congress, he says, should 
have no excuse for not acting in plenty of time. 

The Defense Production Act expires June 30, 
and it should indeed be extended ahead of that 
date so that the basis for economic stabilization 
will remain intact. Senator Maybank says he 
agrees with Roger L. Putnam, Director of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization, that price and wage con- 
trols will be more important than ever in the 
coming year, when increasing defense produc- 
tion will sustain the pressure of inflation.

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A Weak Choice 


The Circuit Attorney is the people’s chief law- 
enforcing officer in St. Louis. It is his responsi- 
bility to represent the great majority of law- 
abiding citizens, who make up the “state” in ap- 
plying the laws against those who break them. 
The office is one which has been greatly distin- 
guished at times in the past. Such a Circuit At- 
tarney was Joseph W. Folk, who just a half cen- 
tury ago, obtained 39 indictments and sent 12 
men to the penitentiary for bribery and per- 
jury following the passage of a corrupt street 
railway franchise. 

To succeed the late James W. Griffin in this 
important post, Gov. Smith has appointed 
Thomas E. Dowling, an assistant in the office. 
About the most that the Governor could say for 
his appointee was: “He is very well connected 
up in the American Legion.” 3 

Mr. Dowling did have a good World War I 
record. The French Government awarded him 
the Croix de Guerre for bravery in behalf of a 
wounded comrade at the Battle of St. Mihiel. 
Mr. Dowling has the .community’s sympathy as 
a father who lost a son in action in Korea. 

These facts about him, however, do not con- 
stitute qualifications for the office to which he 
has been appointed by Gov. Smith. They are to 
his credit but they are irrelevant. What is perti- 
nent now jg his record as an employe or assist- 
ant in the office of Circuit Attorney.

Negro high school students can gain little for

The group appears to be no better in- 
formed than the pupils who have done as it 
proposed.

The University of Illinois prefers to of- 
fer a television program service in this 
state as a complementary service to that 
presented by ‘private broadcasters. It has 
no desire to monopolize television in any 
part of the state, and it would find bur- 
densome the necessity of providing the 
entertainment which people have come to 
expect of television. 


Moreover, for the purposes of research 
in engineering, sociology and communica- 
tions at the university it is important that 
the maximum number of stations and a 
wide variety of programs be available in 
each listening area. 

A non-commercial VHF (very high fre- 
quency) channel and three commercial UHF 
(ultra high frequency) channels have been 
assigned tentatively to Champaign-Urbana. 
A television transmitter, designed for use 
in the VHF band, has been given to the 
university. Several Illinois radio stations 
have petitioned the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to transfer the VHF 
channel assignment away from Champaign- 
Urbana so that they can tse it commer- 
cially in other parts of the state. 

The University of Illinois maintains a 
broad pattern of service to the state—for 
example, agricultural and general exten- 
sion, broadcasting, free publications, ex- 
periment stations, research programs on 
matters as‘ diverse as soybeans, synthetic 
rubber and communications, business serv- 
ices to school and teacher. How much 
more efficient could TV make the Col- 
lege of "s extension program?

Between Book Ends 
A Bellhop’s Slice of Life 


REACH TO THE STARS, by Calder Willingham. (Van- 
guard, 223 pgs., $3.) 

“Reach. to the Stars” is in the main a 
novel about a 21-year-old named Richard 
Davenport and a Hollywood hotel named 
the Goncourt. Davenport was a bellhop 
there during the spring and’ summer 
months of, say, 1942 and managed in spite 
of waning movie stars, perverted person- 
nel, bar-room bums, and dreamy-eyed 
babes to get back to New York City with- 
out noticeable change. 

But one can’t be sure what, if any, ef- 
fect the Goncourt had on Davenport. Al- 
though the book is built around Daven-

Exemp- 
tions or deferments from the six 
months of training would be held 
to a minimum. 

Military leaders have testified 
that young manpower is insuffi- 
cient to run a full U.M.T. pro- 
gram and the present draft simul- 
taneously for more than two or 
three years. They said U.M.T. 
is necessary to build up a trained 
reserve to permit eventual reduc- 
tion of standing forces. 

Congress approved the prin- 
ciple of U.M.T. last June and 
established the commission which 
reported back this session with 
a program. The commission gave 
no estimate of when its plan for 
training upward of 800,000 youths 
annually could start.

ASE C-337: Karl K., aged 47, is one of America’s fore- 
most legal experts on divorce. 

“Dr. Crane, most divorce cases follow a fairly standard 
pattern,” he told me recently. 

“First, there’s the person whose 
: suspicions have long been aroused, 

;{ but who has been trying to avoid 
facing the unpleasant facts. 

“Then there is the individual 
who may have suddenly stumbled 
upon evidence of marital unfaith- 
fulness and who is at first shocked 
into a state of emotional numb- 
ness. 

“This condition often is followed 
by very bitter anger at the other 
mate, and especially at the third 
party in the triangle. 

. eee wea 

“IN MY EXPERIENCE, moreover, I have found that of 
those wives who have begun te suspect their husbands of 
illicit affairs, probably 75 per cent correctly surmise who the 
other woman is. : | 

“About 25 per cent, however, are totally in the dark re- 
garding the identity of the paramour. 

“A third type of case is demonstrated by the person who 
may be greatly upset emotionally, but who tries to hide this 
hurt by affecting a disinterest or unconcern over the divorce 
proceedings which is more apparent than real. 

“Finally, there are those who have been going their re- 
spective ways for a long time, though legally married, but who 
finally decide they might as well get a divorce. 

“Dr. Crane, divorces are unfortunate. We reputable 
lawyers try to help our clients patch up their differences. 

“But when lawyers or judges do effect such reconcilia- 
tions, about 70 per cent of them fail within six months. 

“Moreover, the parties involved then grow angry at us 
thereafter and often accuse us of being to blame for their 
marital disasters.”

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FBI Calls Undercover Agent to Testify 


Author Goes on Working With Reds Until Time Comes for Him to Take Stand Against Leaders 


HE SCRATCHED NOTES ON A LARGE PAD OF RULED YELLOW PAPER, 


paign of Henry Wallace for the 
Presidency was in high gear, but 
the comrades had other pressing 
business on their minds. The in- 
dictments and the approaching 
trial of The Twelve drew atten- 
tion from the election. Having 
diligently infiltrated many of the 
top places in the New England 
Progressive movement, the Com- 
munists now began to pull out, 
leaving the Wallace party to 
stand on its own feet. 


Our instructions were to leave 
a skeleton force in the Progres- 
sive party, and turn our heavy 
guns on the Civil Rights Con- 
gress, a well-established Class A 
Communist front, and on the 
liberal Civil Liberties Union, the 
Massachusetts affiliate of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

We were given secret. orders. 
Mine were to join the ranks of 
the Civil Rights Congress. Others 
were given similar instructions 
concerning the Civil Liberties 
Union. 


Accordingly I made my way 
to “Hank” Cooperstock, a New 
Yorker who had originally been 
sent to the Boston district to re- 
place Don Bollen as the head of 
American Youth for Democracy, 
and who then took over the 
leadership of the Civil Rights 
Congress in the district. Cooper- 
stock directed me to Jack Lee, a 
Negro who was head of the 
Young Progressive Citizens of 
America. 

Working in Jack Lee’s office 
at 27 School street, on the 
shoulder of Beacon Hill, we 
turned out reams of propaganda 
material, the object of which was 
to undermine the Smith Act and 
the public’s faith in it. We por- 
trayed the law as an instrument 
of suppression affecting every 
segment of American life and ev- 
ery individual from his cradle to 


his grave. 

A primary objective of the agi- 
tation was the raising of $250,000 
for a “freedom fund” to pay the 
expenses of the defense of The 
Twelve. 


During the winter months the 
Educational Commission received 
a directive from national head- 
quarters ordering the selection of 
a few comrades for a course of 
advance training in Marxism to 
offset what they called “the in- 
creased tendency toward fascism 
throughout the United States.” 
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HE result was the establish- 

ment of the Boston School for 

Marxist Studies. Only party 
members with carefully tested 
backgrounds were to _ attend. 
Boone Schirmer sent the outline 
material for the courses in the 
new school to me for preparation. 
I was to write a series of four- 
page circulars for the four differ- 
ent classes to be held. 


In the raw damp of a February 
evening I picked my way over 
icy sidewalks up darkened Fays- 
ton street to the duplex apart- 
ment building where Otis Archer 
Hood lived. There were four col- 
lege students, the wife of a suc- 
cessful Boston business man, a 
young Greek photographer and 
two Negroes. 


Indirectly through the Boston 
School for Marxist Studies I 
learned what some of the methods 
of opposition would be, below the 
ideological level. One of them 
was sabotage. The Communists, 
recognizing that in the aftermath 
of a revolution it would be neces- 
sary for them to restore a pro- 
ductive economy as quickly as 
possible, wisely planned to avoid 
wholesale destruction of valuable 
machinery through sabotage. They

The New York trial opened in 
the Foley Square courtroom in 
January, but it wasn’t until 
March that Louis Budenz, the 
former head of the “Daily Work- 
er,” and a reformed ex-Com- 
munist, took the stand as the 
first government witness. I made 
two trips directly to the United 
States Courthouse in New York 
to confer with attorneys close to 
the trial. 

It became more and more ap- 
parent that the government was 
building a large part of its case 
upon evidence that was in my 
possession, and that they would 
have to place me on the stand. 
But back in Boston, Daniel Boone 
Schirmer called me one day and 
asked me to meet him for lunch

But the government was all set. 
Richards brought back the infor- 
mation that I would be called to 
the stand, probably as soon as 
Budenz was finished. “Have a 
suitcase packed and ready to go,” 
Don told me. Together we set up 
a plan of action. A series of code 
telephone calls was worked out 
between the Bureau and me, and 
also with Eva. We arranged to get 
Eva and the children out of the 
house as soon as word came that I 
was taking the stand, both to 


avoid any possible reprisals, and . 


to duck newspaper reporters un- 
til my testimony, expected to take 
several days, was completed. 

On Tuesday, April 5, 1949, 
shortly after I returned to the of- 
fice, my telephone rang. 

“Hello.” I recognized the nasal 
accent of Richards. “That print- 
ing job you ordered is ready. Can 
you pick it up about 5 o'clock?” 


“I'll be there,” I said. The mo- 
ment was at hand. Don’s message 
told me by pre-arranged code that 
he would meet me at my house at 
five and that I must be ready to 
go. I would probably go on the 
witness stand the next day. But 
I could not be sure. 

I boarded a plane for New York. 
At LaGuardia Field I called the 
“blind” telephone number and 
was told to proceed to the infor- 
mation booth at Grand Central 
Terminal. There I met a Bureau 
agent whose name I did not know, 
but with whom I was by this time 
on friendly terms. Hé took me to 
an automobile parked on East 
Forty-first street. Another agent 
sat behind the wheel. We drove 
through the evening traffic to 
Foley Square, and at the United 
States Court House we ducked 
between iron gates into a ramp 
leading down into the building.

They kept God in their 
hearts, for which they were 
exiled; we have forgotten God 
with the freedom to believe. 
They are homeless away from 
home; we are homeless at home. 

We indeed must dread the 
ravages of the Communists who 
are anti-God, but we should 
dread still more our forgetful- 
ness of God. The refugee prob- 
lem will be selved when we end 
our own exile from the Heav- 
enly Father. :
